Weight Restriction on Village 

Clir. Reynolds reported that, as yet, he had had no positive response 
on the Parish Council's request for a 7% ton weight restriction for 

Bar Hill. Cllr. Reynolds was still pursuing this matter on the Parish 
Council's behalf. 


Skateboard Ramp 
It was with regret that the Parish Counéil decided that the Skateboard 
Ramp would have to be dismantled. It did not meet with safety 


ERS ereene and, at present, is an eyesore to the Village.

The Clerk was requested to obtain quotations fox siting bollards around 
ethe edge of the car park and also a locking post at the entrance to 
@v= some form of security for caravans. 


Football Pitch 

It was agreed that Pro-Lawn be asked to undertake-improvement to the 
football pitch, i.e. Verti-drain, sanding and seeding - this work will 
cost in-the region of £1,300 and will be funded by the Parish Council. 


Turning to Bar Hill on A604 from Huntingdon 

Owing to the frequency of accidents due to the sharp left-hand turn on 
the slip road, the Parish Council was concerned that no action had yet 
been taken by the Transportation Department to improve this. Cllr. 
Reynolds was asked to pursue this and the Clerk will write expressing 
the Parish Council's concern to the County Council.

The Parish 
Council, therefore, unanimously support the Governors in this matter and 
will write to both the Education Dept. and Transportation Dept.
